The  district  is  entirely  rural  in  character,  the  northern  portion  being 
typical  lakeland  country  with  lakes  and  fells  merging  into  the  more  southern 
portion  which  extends  to  the  coant  and  forms  part  of  the  northern  shores  of 
Morecambe  Bay.  Two  lakes,  Coniston  and  Esthwaite,  as  well  as  two-thirds  of  the 
shores  of  Lake  Windermere  are  wholly  contained  in  the  District. 

The  principal  industry  is  agriculture,  with  the  hotel  and  catering  industry 
playing  a  prominent  part  during  the  summer  season.  Slate  quarrying  is  a  feature 
in  the  northern  and  central  parts  of  the  District. 

VITAL  STATISTICS 

The  principal  vital  statistics  for  1964  and  for  the  preceding  five  years  are 
given  on  page  two.  .  * 

Of  the  216  births  registered,  120  were  males  of  which  6  were  illegitimate 
and  96  were  females  of  which  4  were  illegitimate.. 

Approximately  77* 8fo  of  the  deaths  were  in  persons  of  65  years  of  age  and  over 
and  the  main  causes  of  death  were:-  Heart  disease  105,  vascular  lesions  of  nervous 
system  44  and  malignant  growths,  '56.  Of  the  96  deaths  from  heart  disease,  58  were 
due  to  coronary  art eiy  disease 

The  adjusted  live  birth  rate  of  16.0  per  1,000  and  the  adjusted  death  rate 
of  9.3  per  1,000  can  be  .compared .with  the. .corresponding  rates  for  England  and 
Wales  of  18.4  per  1,000  and  11.3  per  1,000  respectively. 
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Adjusted  live  "birthrate  1964  (comparability  factor  1.17)  =  16.0  per  1,000 
Adjusted  death  rate  1964  (comparability  factor  0,63)  =9.3  per  1,000

'MATER  SUPPLY 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  DISTRICT 


1  The  provision  and  maintenance  of  public  water  supplies  for  the  whole  of 
the  District  is  now  the  responsibility  of  the  Furness  Water  Board,  with  the 
exception  of  a  small  part  of  the  parish  of  Cartmel  Fell,  for  which  the  Lakes 
and  Lune  Water  Board  is  responsible. 

Supplies  were,  generally  adequate  in  quantity  throughout  the  year  but  the 
quality  varied  considerably  according  to  the  source  of  supply  and  the  time  of 
yean.  The  low  Furness  district,  supplied  from  the  Pennington -treatment  works, 
and  the  Cartmel  Valley  district,  supplied  from  the  Newton  -treatment  works  are 
consistently  good  b act erio logically,  although  slight  discolouration  occurs  in 
the  latter  occasionally.  The  Boretree  Tarn  supply,  also,  although  untreated 
is  generally  of  good  quality.  The  remainder  of  the  district  is  supplied  f-om 
numerous  small  sources,  the  majority  of  which  are  untreated.  They  are  usually 
of  reasonably  good  quality  during  the  winter  months  but  during  the  summer  months 
the  level  of  animal  polution  reaches  disquieting  proportions.  Even  those  which 
are  chlorinated  suffer  from  the  same  defects,  it  having  proved  impossible  to 
maintain  the  correct  dose  of  chlorine  when  the  level  of  pollution  of  the  raw 
water  varies  from  day  to  day.  An  additional  hazard  is  now  becoming  noticeable 
due  to  the  increasing  popularity  of  camping.  Manyccmpers  do  not  use  the  approved 
camping  sites  and  there  is  no  doubt  that  the  catchement  areas  of  some  of  the  water 
supplies  will  prove  an  attractive  alternative.  The  introduction  of  a  comprehensive 
scheme  to  replane  the  many  small  sources  of  supply  is  a  necessity  to  safeguard  the 
health  of  the  public, 

46  samples  of  water  from  the  untreated  supplies  were  submitted  for 
bacteriological  examination  with  only  18  satisfactory  results. 

42  samples  of  treaded  water  were  examined  bacterio logically  with  31 
satisfactory  results. 

It  is  estimated  that  there  are  some  1,450  houses  using  private  supplies, 

27  samples  were  examined  from  these  supplies  of  which  6  were  satisfactory, 

I  am  indebted  to  the  Engineer  of  the  Furness  Water  Board  for  much  of  the 
detailed  information  given  in  the  table  on  page  4.

Details  of  the  methods  of  sewage  disposal  have  been  kindly  supplied  by 
the  Engineer  and  Surveyor  and  axe  given  on  pages  6  and  7. 

52  new  and  6  existing  houses  were  connected  to  the  sewerage  system  and 
50  new  and  16  existing  houses  to  ^ptic  tanks.  57  privies  we  re  converted  to 
fresh  water  closets,  and  14  to  pa.il  closets.  It  is  estimated  that  there  are 
now  some  5?  65 7  dwellings  on  a.  water  carria.ge  system  and  the  number  of  privy 
middens  ha,s  been  reduced  to  284. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 


A  fortnightly  collected  of  refuse  is  maintained  from  premises  where 
dustbins  are  provided  and  a  five  or  sic:  weekly  collection  is  made  from  ashpit 
and  privy  middens,  (except  the  majority  of  farms).  Disposal  is  to  eight  semi 
controlled  tips  in  various  parts  of  the  district.

281  samples  .of  milk  were  submitted  for  examination  for  brucellosis,  76  gave 
a  positive  ring  test  and  2+4  of  these  were  found  to  contain  Brucella,  organisms. 

The  .'procedure  which  ha.s  been  adopted  in  this  District  is  that,  on  finding 
Brucella  organisms  in  a.  sample  of  bulk  milk  from  a  retailer,  individual  cow 
samples  are  taken  and  the  milk  from  infected  cows  is  sent  for  heat-treatment. 

In  every  case  the  farmer  has  agreed  to  this  course  and  it  has  not  been  necessary 
to  take  any  action  under  Regulation  20  of  the  Milk  &  Dairies  (Generai)  Regulations 
1959.  It  is  not  completely  satisfactory  to  the  henith  authority  and  less  so  to 
the  farmer  becanse  the  infected  animals  remain  in  the  herd.  Consequently,  when 
the  number  of  infected  cov/s  is  small,  some  farmers  have  been  willing  to  dispose 
of  them  as  "fat  cattle"  either  immediately  or  at  the  end  of  the  current  lactation,

the  year.
